from this stale. These, we think, are 
differences in favor of the Spanish grower 
which are entitled to more consideration 
than is to be found in a tariff scaled 
down to an equality with indue tries 
which require leas protection. That is 
the theory of protection, and nnder it a 
great industry has been bnilt up here, 
until ita development has brought about 
a competition that has lowered the price 
of raisins to the consumers of this conn- 
try to almost one-half the price they 
were compelled to pay when the Spanish 
producer enjoyed a monopoly of our 
market under a lower tariff.

WITH LARGE SALARIES 


The Share of the District 


Attorney. 


Additional Burdeiis Placed on Tax- 


payers uy tlie Uonnty Govern- 


ment Act. 


The figures quoted in yesterday's issue 


ol Tui; KEPUBLICAN showing how the 
taxpayers ol Fresno county have been 
and are bein* plundered by the opera- 
tion of the county government act in 
order that three offices embraced in tho 
court house ring might be made profita- 
ble and comfortable for those occupying 
them created a good deal of talk through- 
out tho city awl county yesterday. 


The figures themselves are so eloquent 


that they hardly call (or any comment. 
In fact, they are so logical and convinc- 
ing that oven the Expositor, which has 
undertaken since the demise of the Re- 
view to apologize for the political mis- 
takes and misdeeds of the Democratic 
boaaee, does not attempt to refuto them 
or explain them away. 


This ia what it has to say about the 


matter: 
"Instead ol telling who contributed to 


the alleged corruption fund raised to se- 
cure tlie passage of tho county govern- 
ment act, and what disposition wa 
made of the money, TUB RuruuMCAN ex- 
patiateB on the amount of salary received 
by the different officers of this county in 
comparison of other counties. Will the 
salaries be any lesa if Republicans ehould 
bo elected to fill the ollices instead of 
Democrats? If the Kepublicans get in 
will they exert themselves to have their 
eahirtes reduced to the old figure? Sen- 
ator Gouuuur's leBponsibility for that 
portion of the county government act re- 
lating to Freano county is undisputed, 
but Henator Goucher is not a candidate 
(or re-election. Mr. Mordecai, who op- 
posed the bill at all stages of its passage, 
is a candidate lor reflection, and, ac- 
cording to TUB KiiruKLicAs's 
logic, 


ought to be re-elected on this Issue alone. 
When the bill passed the senate tvventy 
Republicans and live Democrats were 
recorded as voting for it. This seems to 
fix tlie queetion of party responsibility 
conclusively, as the committee which 
framed the measure was a Republican 
body."

Tint RKI'UDLICAN is in favor of and ad- 


vocates the amending of tho county gov- 
ernment act because it believes that tho 
iniquitous burden imposed by jobbery 
upon tho taxpayers ot this county should 
he removed, whether the Republicans 
fill the ofllcos or not. 


It Is a question of principle, not of poli- 


tics ; of right nnd j net Ice, and not of ex- 
pediency. TUB Itiii'UiiucAN would de- 
nounce this outrage In jnat the samn 
way if the county government act had 
been engineered through the legislature 
by a Republican atato senator and lob- 
bied by a Republican deputy district at- 
torney with a sack made by Republican 
Holdfasts, became this paper boliovee 
that the welfare of the community is 
paramount to tho success or defeat of any 
party or set of iudividuala or individual. 


"Senator Goucher'a responsibility for 


that portion of the county government 
act relating to Fresno county Is undis- 
puted, but Senator Goucher is not a can- 
didate for re-election," says the Expos- 
itor, This appears to be a very silly plea 
in mitigation of pnniahmont after having 
pleaded guilty. 
There is to be no elec- 


tion for senator in this district this year 
and candidates for that office do not 
usually announce themselves two years 
in advance. 


Senator Uonchor, while ho may not bo 


a candidate for any office himself, is 
recognized by the office-holding element 
of tho Democratic p&rty iu this county as 
the Maker and Preserver of candidates 
and oflicoholdors. °n his acknowledged 
ability aa a political tactician that ele- 
ment leans for aid and support. 
It is to 


his baud that the o nice-holding family 
look to steer their political destinies 
through the breakers of outraged public 
opinion, but all tho political sagacity nnd 
statecraft of a Goucher can avail them 
nothing in the face of the figures and in 
the face of the facts that cannot be suc- 
cessfully garbled or explained away. 


Two other Freeiio county ofllcea have 


been favored by the county government, 
act, making a Triangle of favorites. 
Lt 


seems that tho Democratic jobbers of 
this city and county run in triangles. 
They are far from being oil tho square- 


Tnese offices aro the district atlornev- 


ship and the recorderahip, and thereby 
hangs a moat wierd and gruesome tale, 
which is told in tones luuder than whis- 
pers and which has appeared in print 
more than once. 


The new law made the county recorder 


independent of the board of supervisors, 
increased the pay of his chief deputy 
$300 per year and the pay of hie copyists 
from &y2 cento to 0 cents per folio. No 
fault can be found with tho last item if 
the copyists get the benefit of the in- 
c-ea^e, which no doubt they do since the 
happening of a certain very disagreeable 
supervisorial investigation a little more 
than a year ago. 


The superior judges were alao favored 


in a petty way to tho extent of $1200 per 
year, the law specifying that "each of 
the superior judges shall receive from 
the county the sum of $50 per month for 
a tamps, stationery and scch clerical aa- 
Bietance ae he may require at chambers 
to enable him to properly perform the 
dntiesof his office." 


Emil F, Bombard at the time tho 


county government hill was under con- 
sideration was stenographer for the dis- 
trict attorney at a salary of $1500 a year. 
He was absent in Sacramento for nearly 
two months for which time his salary 
was paid him and it was currently re- 
ported that he was engaged In lobbying 
for the Fresno end of the county govern- 
ment act bill, and when the bill became 
a law it waa found that the ealary of the 
office held by Mr. Barohard had boon 
increased from JJ/iOOio $1800 per annum, 
and the total salary roll of the district at- 
torn py'a ofll co waa iocreaeed from $3000 
to $9300 per year, all of which nv it 
come out of the pockets of thofarmora, 
bueineaa men and Jaborera of this county 
whether it is a good year for raieins or 
not. 


Under tho old law the county recorder 


was allowed $3000 per yoar and tho pay 
of his depntiea waa limited to f 100 per 
month and that of the copyists to 6<c 
cents per folio, and he was allowed only 
snch deputies as the supervisors saw fit 
to give. The new law provides the fol- 
lowing: 


"The recorder may appoint a chief 


depnty at a salary of $125 per month and 
a comparing deputy at a salary of $100 
per month and an indexing depnty at a 
salary of $100 per month; he may aleo 


appoint fllich copylite w»re newmir to 
properly perform the duties of liia ofiico 
at a compensation not to exceed <J cento 
per folio." 
When the provlslonuof this outrageous 


hill became general ly kuywu iu this 
county u. storm of popular indignation 
arose. District Attorney Tupper know 
enough to get in when it rained and on 
May 25,181)1, be seut B communication 
to the supervisors aa follows: 


"Gentlemen—Under subdivision 21 ot 


flection 170 of the county government act 
as passed by the last legislature und ap- 
proved March 31,1801,1 hove appointed 
in the place and stead of tbe •Mflletant 
district attorney and deputy district at- 
tornoy and official atenographer.formerly 
authorized by law and thie board, three 
assistants at the respective ealaries ol 
$200, $100 and $125 per month. 


"Tbe business of my office m this 


county requires tho assistance of throe 
competent attorneys at law to properly 
transact the same, and in my judgment 
the salaries allowed are reasonable and 
just, and the same meets my approval. 
My official salary was fixed two years 
ago, and the last legislature could u it in- 
crease or diminish the same by any leg- 
islation. Under the provisions of sec- 
tion 3(i ol the county government act 
since its first adoption in 1885 and ae 
passed by the last legislature the super- 
visors of the several counties of the state 
can authorize the district attorney to 
appoint assistants at a salary ol $125 per 
month. 


"After many personal interviews with 


citizens of this county and after consul- 
tation with my assistants and upon due 
consideration of tbe matter so far as the 
question of economy alone in public eer- 
vice is concerned, I am determined to re- 
quest that the board of supervisors of 
Freano county moke an ordei under sec- 
tion 36 of the county government act 
authorizing me to appoint three assist- 
ants at a salary of $125 each per month 
on the ground that such assistants are 
necessary for tbe proper discharge of the 
duties of my office in all tho courts and 
official matters throuRhout this county. 


'•If this board will make such order to 


take effect July 1,1891,1 will appoint 
my assistants under the same and set 
aside and vacate the appointments here- 
tofore made under tbe act of the late 
legislature, the tonatitationality of which 
I desire to have fully tested." 
The title of the act is "Au act to estab- 


lish a uniform system of county and 
township governments." It is held by 
good lawyers that a bill cannot be uni- 
form according to the state constitution, 
when salaries of officers are made high 
or low simply at tbe behest of a senator 
or assemblyman from any particular 
county. 
The act ia not uniform in another in- 


stance, wherein it makes the terms of 
officers in all counties except four in the 
state two years, whereas in those four 
counties, one of which ie Fresno, the 
terms of oflice are made four years. 


Tlie hill passed the senate only five 


days before the legislature adjourned, 
and the assembly waa not given time in 
which to consider the senate bill. Hey- 
era! amendments were offered in tho as- 
sembly, but thev were withdrawn, 
largely, it is fiaid, at the instance of Sen- 
ator Ooucber and of the gentleman rep- 
resenting the district attorney's office of 
this county, they having insisted that 
any amendment at this ttage of the pro- 
ceedings would certainly kill the rnoae- 
uro.It was openly charged and has never 
been denied that money wna used to 
carry out this iniquity and that Oonnty 
Recorder Bell secured tho siftnature of 
bis deputies to a note for $375, which 
note wan given to Emil F. Bombard, a 
deputy of tho district attorney, for the 
purjioae o'securing for his office the in- 
creased emoluments allowed by the new 
county government law. 


Inasmuch as the emoluments of the 


dheruTe office were increased by tho now 
Inw in a much greater degree, the 
sheriff's assessment, If there was one, 
must have amounted to quite a respecta- 
ble figure, Tho district attorney's as- 
sessment, if there was one, was, in all 
probability, in tho nature of tho repay- 
ment of obligations incurred by reasons 
of favors bestowed npon persons who 
were the meet potent at Sacramento in 
carrying through the Fresno end of the 
program. 
But that was only a side ieeue whether 


money was used or not. The law 16 an 
imposition and nn unnecessary burden 
on tbe taxpayers, and the responsible 
parties ore those who attended to tho 
Fresno county portion of tho act.

He consigned her to flheol In a 
very jzruflf way and when che accuaed 
him of trying to ruin her danghter, he 
answered that she had been ruined Ionic 
ago.
